Breitung. Mr. Breitung, Who was in 
Chicago, denied this; but after hearirg 
of this denial; Mr. Sickel said: 
‘Technically,’ Mr. Breitung’s denial 
may be true. The snip was purchased 
through ‘an intermediary; but. 1. under- 
stood that Mr. Breitung. was the princi- 


pal. 

“This is the second steamship which 
the Hamburg-American Line has sold 
since the) war Started’: -The_first. was 
the Alexandria of 5,500 tons, which was 
Sold -to thie North atid South Steamship 
Company at Sar Francisco.

“Not the least interesting feature of 
this week's events was the desperate 
state of mind into which the Austrian 
civil and military authorities were 
thrown by the disclosure in the foreign 
press of the discontent in Hungary. The 
Viennese press explains this uneasiness 
by pointing out that Italy is only wait- 
ing for the moment when Austria’s ‘ dif- 
ficulties seem overwhelming to find a 
pretext for intervention. Hungarian 
disaffection would be the greatest diffi- 
culty Austria could have to face. 

* Count Tisza was intrusted with the 
duty of denying, for the benefit of Italy 
and Rumania, the real state of things 
in Hungary. He says the Hungarians 
received the. news of the retreat from 
Servia with courage and confidence. 
That is not true, The feeling of the 
Hungarian people is hostile to Germany. 
He declares that: the statement that 
there is an independence movement in 
Budapest and other parts of Hungary 
is a pure invention. Tisza of all men 
is the least justified in denying the ex- 
istence of an independence movement 
and dissatisfaction in Hungary. for as 
he represented the  Austro-German 
military junkerism in Hungary all the

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—The Navy 
Department today. heard from the Amer- 
ican armored cruiser Tennessee, which 
has been for some time in ‘Turkish 
waters, but the cablegram~ from Capt.

According to Athens dispatches, the 
North Carolina was convoying the 
American steamer Virginia, and Capt. 
Joseph W. Oman of the cruiser asked 
the Turkish authorities at Tripoli to 





allow the British and French Consuls 
to depart, with their nationals, from 
that port, the request being refused. 
Some of the French nationals boarded 
the Virginia, and were attacked by a 
mob, which wounded the Captain and 
First Officer of the steamer. Then, ac- 
cording to the story, Capt. Oman cleared 
for action and the mob dispersed, while 
the North Carolina and the Virginia 
sailed for Dedeagatch, Turkey, and the 
North Carolina later went to Smyrna.

LONDON, Tuesday; Dec. 29.—The

“* It is now possible to. supplement the 
official account of the British raid on 
Cuxhaven with some particulars of the 
conditions in which the historic combat 
was fought. Christmas morning broke 
beautifully, fine and. clear in the Bight 
of Heligoland.. There was practically 
no wind, and the surface of the sea was 
hardly ruffled.

“ Flying very high while out at sea, 
the seaplanes came as low as was con- 
sistent with safety while dropping their 
bombs. In spite of the German denials, 
there is excellent reason to believe that 
considerable damage was done by them, 
and that a Parseval shed and airship 
were destroyed, and a number of Zep- 
pelin sheds and their contents badly 
knocked about.

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a BULLETS EXPLODE. 


Charges Made Against. Germans In 
“Two Paris Papers. — ’ 

Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES. 

PARIS; Dec. 28.—The Temps and the 
Homme Enchainé today presented what 
they regarded as proofs’that the Ger- 
mang were using explosive bulléts. The 
Temps stated that Dr. Napferalski, head 
of No. 7\auxkiffary hospital of the Third 
Corps “@’Armiée at Pont Audemer, re- 
esived on Nov. 10 an infantryman with 
a -handsbreadth wound in . his right 
shoulder blade. The.man, Adrien Bous- 
quet, said that on Nov. 2:°in a battle 
east’ of -Ypres. while he. was trying to 
escape from a surrounded trench he 
felt a shock against his shoulder so vio- 
lent-.that it turned him completely 
around. -He managed to orawl to the 
neighboring wood; where chasseurs gave 
him.first aid treatment. Until then he 
was unaware that he was badly hurt, 
because no*bullet had penetrated. 

Dr. *Napieralski says that the wound 
could not have been caused by a shell, 
owing to the absence of powder mark 
or the. blackish mark of metallic oxide. 
Furthermore, | there : were no fragments 
of a projectile or other foreign body in 
the wound which was subsequently pho- 
tographed. - Several of the wounded 
testified that the’ Germans used ex- 
plosive “balls, which -were clearly rec- 
ognizable by the sharp explosion on 
striking the» ground. or other obstacles. 
Dr. Napieralski says he has an abun- 
dance of indisputable testimony on this 
point. 

In the Homme Enchainé M.: Clemen- 
ceau gtates that he has received some 
German ‘explosive cartridges, bearing 
the stamp -of a Nuremberg firm. . They 
were. found in a chateau*recently occu- 
pied by Germans. He submitted them 
to a Paris expert, Gastinne . .Renette 
(the gunsmith, where Mme, Caillaux 
bought the pistol with which she killed 
Calmette) who said that. the = bullets, 
which were usually solid nickel or with 
a lead core covered by a’coat of nickel, 
had in: this case only the sides cased 
in nickeF with an.uncovered point of 
soft lead.in the sine ge in which a 


small copper tube was embedded. If 
the tube was filled with “black owder 
it would cause.a sharp explosion on 
contact.. If empty, it would cause the 
bullet to mushroom, this becoming the 
forbidden dumdum.

Antwerp Barrister Here to Appeal

A great deal of alarm is felt in ‘Bel- 
gium over the prospect of the annexation 
of the country by Germany, according 
to M. Victor Yseaux, a distinguished 
barrister of Antwerp, who has come to 
America to arouse sentiment in this 
country against such a’move on the part 
of Germany. M. Yseaux is the: Treas- 
urer of the Antwerp Barristers’ Associa- 
tion, and ‘was in his native city at the 
time of the German occupation. 

‘A cable ‘message published in THE 
Times on Sunday said that the British 


authorities had been notified of Ger-'{. 


many’s announcement to néutral nations 
that it would no longer recognize. ex- 
equaturs crediting their consuls to Bel- 
gium. This action, it was said, cneated 
surprise in England, and was regarded 
as a preliminary step toward the an- 
nexation of Belgium. 

“The latest step toward -annexaticn 
did not surprise me; in fact, it has-been 
expected and dreaded in Belgium for 
some time,”’ M. Yseaux said yesterday. 
“I have come to America to try to 
arouse the sentiment of your great. neu- 
tral nation against permitting this ac- 
tion by:-Germany. Of course we realize 
that we can’t hope for military inter- 
vention on the part of the United’States, 
but the annexation of Belgium under 
present conditions would be a flagrant 
violation of the principles of interna- 
tional law, and wé-feel that public sen- 
timent in a great nation like the United 
States would go-a long way toward de- 
terring Germany from taking any action 
me might, create prejudice against 


* Annexation at the resent time 
would be disastrous to Belgium, even 
though it would almost certainly be 
only temporary annexation and would 
come to an end when the Germans were 
conquered, But until the end of the war 
it would mean that the men of ‘the al- 
ready downtrodden country would be 
forced into the German Army as citizens 
of Germany, regardless of their per- 
sonal desires in the matter. Through- 
out Belgium there are. many. ‘strong 
young men who are members of the 
various Guards Civique—armed bodies 
for the defense of the cities in which 
the members live—and who are. not 
members of the regular army.

Suggestion That This. Would Be | 
Japan’s Price—Our Interests ‘In

in London.)—Though a Reuter telegram 
from London says that the question ‘of 
Japanese aid in Europe is not consid- 
ered favorably there owing to the finan- 
cial difficulties ‘in the way, French in- 
terest in the project is undoubtedly 
growing. Nearly all of the leading news- 
Papers devote <¢ditorial articles to thé 
subject. 

Ex-Foreign Minister Hanotaux, who 
was the principal opponent of the plan, 
saying it indicated French weakness, 
has now changed his ground, in conse- 
quence of effective criticisms from M. 
Pichon and others,.and has. quoted nu- 
merous extracts from Japanese -news- 
papers tending to show that the idea is 
unfavorably regarded in Japan. The 
Temps, however, shows that these quo- 
tations represent o6nly a certain section 
of. Japanese opinion. 

M. Clemenceau, abandoning for the oc- 
casion his losing fight with the censors, 
who have given to his recent edito- 
rials a cheeker-board appearance, advo- 
cates the use of the Japanese with his 
accustomed vigor. 

The majority of French opinion .cer-

Fleeing to the Border to Escape 
Villa’s Vengeance. 
Special to The New York Times, 

JUARBZ, Mexico, Dec. 28. — Fleeing 
across’ the desert in Northern Chihua- 
hua, Eduardo Iturbide is making a race 
for life against great odds. He is hur- 
rying to reach the border at Ojinage 
and across to Presidio before he is over- 
taken by Gen. Santiago Cruz, Villa’s 
commander at Santa Rosalia, who is in 
pursuit of the former Federal Zone Gov- 
ernor with high-power automobiles.

The injunction was asked by the Con- 

tinental Securities Company as a stock- 
holder through J. Aspinwall Hodge of 
New York. The action is based on the 
ground that the proposed issue of 4 
per cent. bonds in exchange for the 3% 
per cent. Lake Shore collaterals, will 
be, in effect, a capitalization of the 
consents given by the Lake Shore 
bondholders to the proposed consoli- 
dation. Justice Tompkins in his decis- 
ion says: 
' “The question is whether the aggre- 
gate. of the debts and obligations of 
the consolidating companies is increased 
for no other consideration than the 
giving of the consents necessary to 
accomplish consolidation and I cannot 
avoid the conclusion. that an added 
burden of between $300,000 and $400,- 
000 each year for a period of nearly 
eighty-five years, by way of fixed in- 
terest charges, materially increases the 
debt of ‘tthe consolidated companies and

A plea 
of guilty, of course, would mean an ad- 
mission on Thaw’s part that he kiiew 
he Was committing an illegal act when 
he conspired to escape. A man who wil- 
fully commits a crime is presumed to 
have been sane,when he committed the 
crime. 

Several lawyers. suggested yesterday 
that Thaw.might plead guilty to the in- 
dictment in the hope of having his ¢om- 
mitment to: Matteawan vacated. They 
argued that an acceptance of a plea of 
guilty by. a court would constitute an 
admission of Thaw's .sanity, and that 
Thaw, under such circumstances, could 
not be returned to an insane asylum; 
that he could be made to serve a. sen-

Fire at Buffalo Duck Hunters 
Shooting ‘Illegally In Do- 
minion Waters. 


ONLY A WARNING INTENDED 


But Guards H:.d Orders to Shoot to 
Kill Armed Men Refusing 
to Surrender. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BUFFALO, Dec. 28.—An effort to en- 
force the Ontario game laws was the 
cause of the killing of Walter Smith 
and the wounding of Charles Dorsch, 
both of Buffalo, by Canadian soldiers 
on the river opposite Buffalo this morn- 
ing. The soldiers were assistizig Thomas 
W. Delaney, a Provincial police officer, 
in making arrests for poaching, the 
season having closed on Dec. 15. 

The two duck shooters had been 
located by Delaney. One was on the 
ice about 100 yards from shore and the 
other was in the boat. The man on ‘the 
ice was shooting at ducks, while the 
other man picked them out of the water. 
They got three while the officer was 
watching them. He telephoned: Capt. 
Norman G. Fite, in command of the de- 
tachment of soldiers at Fort Erie, and 
asked that he send a squad of men to 
help make arrests. 

“TI want to take a couple of shots out 
there and see if we can scare those 
fellows into coming in,” he told the 
Corporal when he arrived a few minutes 
later, One shot hit very near the boat, 
and Delaney said: “For God’s sake, 
don’t hit that boat.’’ 

“Will you come ashore?” he again 
shouted to the-duck shooters. 

“We'll row down the river and then 
pull in where there is no ice,” answered 
oné man. 

“No,” returned the officer, “‘ pull your 
boat up on the ice and leave it there.” 

Instead, the men jumped into the boat, 
and pulled toward the American shore. 
The soldiers fired again, and Smith 
stood up in the boat and held up both 
hands. Another volley was fired and 
Smith fell dead, and Dorsch dropped 
back with a bullét through his lungs. 

The body of Smith was brought ashore, 
and Dorsch was hurried across the river 
to a Buffalo hospital There was the 
greatest excitemént in the village. Cor-

FRANKE’S APPEAL GRANTED. 

All the States of the Union have 
seals, most of them have mottoes. 
The motto of the State of. Georgia is 
“Wisdom, Justice; Moderation.” . It 
is peculiarly fortunate that to a citi- 
zen of the State of Georgia, Justice 
LaMar of the Supreme Court, there 
has come the opportunity to call to 
the attention of the people of Georgia 
the principles of conduct embodied in 
their State motto, a8 to which recent 
events have given rise to the fear that 
they had forgotten it. It is not the 
prevailing belief that the Georgians 
have been wise or just or moderate in 
their attitude toward Leo M. FRANK, 
who was condemneéd to death in their 
State capital and whose appeal for a 
hearing by the full bench of the 
United States Supreme Court has just 
béen granted by Justic6é LAMAR. 

The application to Justice Lamar 
was in the form of ah appeal from the 
Federal Court in Georgia, Justice 
Newman having refused a writ of 
habeas cofpus, and having . refused 
also to oertify an appeal to the 
Supreme Court. In the court pro- 
ceedings hitherto technicalities have 
blocked the way of Frang’s counsel 
in their efforts to secure a hearing 
upon the questions that constitute 
the real merit of the cuse—not the 
question of guilt or innocence, but 
the equally grave question whether 
FRANE’s trial was a fair one, whéther 
conviction was secured by du6 process 
of law. Justic6dn Laman finds three 
grounds for his decision that thete ts 
probable cause for granting an appeal. 


He says that the Supreme Court of} 


the United States has. never deter- 
mined whether the dus process clausé 
of the Federal Constitution guar- 
antees the defendant's right to be 
present when the verdict is rendered; 
it has never passed upon the effect of 
the refusal of @ new trial where the 
defendant did not make the fact of 
his absence from the courtroom the 
ground of the motion; and it has not 
passed upon the effect of its own re- 
fusal to grant & writ of error in a case 
where it was set up that the denial of 
the writ was based on the point that 
the motion was filed too late or at a 
timénot authorized by the practice 
of the State courts. Hach one of these

The whole country, outside of Geor- 
gia, has taken the view that it would 
be. monstrous to:send a man to 
execution after such a trial, and it 
has been the general feeling that in 
their own interest and for their own 
reputation the courts must find a way

which barred the way to a. new and 
just trial. Justice Lamar’s decision 
to grant his appeal is. a complete 
vindication of the position taken by 
Tur Trw®s and generally by the press 
of the country that Frank had never 
been fairly tried, that there were the 
gravest reasons for questioning the 
sufficiency of the evidence of his 
guilt, and that if Georgia would es- 
cape the indelible disgrace of sending 
a ‘possibly or probably innocent man 
to his death, a new trial must be had. 
THE PHILIPPINES. UPRISING. 

A belated dispatch from Governor 
General Harrison of the Philippines 
has confirmed the earlier reports of 
an uprising in the island, but indicates 
that the rebellious movement is of no 
great significance and has already been 
suppressed by. the arrest of twenty 
men and the seizure of a few guns. 
The confirmatory dispatch proves con- 
clusively, therefore, that the early re- 
ports, though, as it ‘seems, somewhat 
exaggerated, were not inventions of 
politicians designed to delay action on 
the pending Jones bill. As the dis- 
patches received by THE TimESs were 
from trustworthy sources, we have 





never had any idea that the reports 


were set afoot for political purposes. 
But neither do we believe that the sup- 
pressed uprising tends to discredit 
the belief that the Filipinos may some 
day be capable of self-government. In 
fact, this new proof of the existence 
among our wards in the Pacific of 
malcontents who can easily be induced 
to make disturbance proves nothing at 
all. We have plenty of such malcon- 
tents at home, and we know what to 
do with them, although we sometimes 
go about that business too deliberately 
and clumsily. 

The report of the Governor General 
will probably not influence’: Congres- 
sional action on the Jones bill in any 
way. The bill, however, demands very 
careful consideration. We have only 
one purpose to serve in the Philip- 
pines. All that we do in relation to the 
islands should be done only for the 
good of their people. No date can yet 
be safely fixed for the withdrawal 
from them of our authority and pro- 
tection. The granting of new powers 
to the islanders should: be done with 
great caution. They can be prepared 
for self-government only by slow and 
patient processes. The hope that they 
may in time fit themselves for inde- 
pendence is general and will not be 
discouraged by this news of an in- 
effective uprising. 











NATIONAL GUARD REFORM. 

The disbanding of the Twenty-sec- 
ond Regiment of our National Guard 
for the purpose of reorganizing it in 
the form of two battalions of en-« 
gineers is in conformity with the 
rules of the United States Army. The 
War Department is merely carrying 
out the provisions of the militia reor- 
ganization law, and its action in this 
instancé' reflects in no way on the 
character and efficiency of the regi- 
ment under its former organization. 
It was an infantry regiment trans- 
formed quickly into a régiment of en- 
gineers and containing many mien 
competent to serve as enginéers, but 
the regular army includes only three 
battalions of engineers, and, obvious- 
ly, since the transference of the con- 
trol of the militia of the States to the 
War Department the maintenance of 
a regiment of engineers officered like 
& regiment of infantry could not 
properly be continued. Under the 
new laws, which have converted the 
National Guard into a branch of the 
Federal land defenses under continual 
army supervision, there has alféady 
béen a great deal of reorganization, 
and more is expected. 

If this can be taken as an earnest 
of the intention to effect as quickly 
as possible all the needed réforms in 
our army and its branches there can 
be no possible objection to it. .Many 
of the officers in the Twenty-second, 
of course, will either lose their ¢om- 
missions or have to secure transfers 
to other regiments, but it is difficult 
to see why the social side of the re- 
organized regiment must be obliter- 
ated because its members, or most of 
them, are to be transformed into 
plonéers and bridge builders. Surely 
@ part of their immense drill hall can 
still be kept for. occasional use as a

Bg hearer a new trial for Lzo 
M, Franx is strange 
not merely because the state of public 
sentiment and its violent expression at 
the time of the first one made it obvi- 
ously next to inevitable that the man 
would then be convicted, whether inno- 
cent or guilty. That in itself, of course, + 
usually gives the accused another chance 
for his life. In this case, however, it is 
a@ most remarkable fact that not until 
after the trial was over did the penciled 
notes found beside the murdered girl’s 
body receive the amount and kind of 
study which they obviously deserved. 

Since the trial it has been discovered 
that the notes were written ndt on 
paper then in use in FRranx’s office, but 
on some thrown away years before and 
to be found only among the rubbish in 
the cellar of the factory. That circum- 
stance alorie was enough to prove. false 
the story that the notes were written in 
the upstairs office and at Franx’s dic- 
tation, as the negro CoNIZY asserted in 
the last of his many narratives. The 
attempt in them, also, to throw suspi- 
cion on a negro physically unlike ConLrr 
was one which the latter would natu- 
rally make, while for Frawx to do it 
there is no conceivable motive. 

Again, in the notes there is the phrase 
“ down here,’ meaning in the cellar, yet 
Contzy insisted that the girl was killed 
in the office, and surely Feanx was in- 
telligerit enough to realize, if he were 
guilty, the absurdity, and therefore the 
danger, of so wording the notes as to re- 
quite the assumption, if Marr PHAGAN 
did write them, that she did it after she 
was dead, for dead she was, according 
to the theory accepted at the trial, be- 
fore her removal to the cellar. 

The truth, demonstrable beyond rea- 
sonable question, is that ConuaY wrote 
the notes not at dictation, but out of 
his own dull mind, and that in them, by 
implication in part and in part plainly, 
he disclosed just how and where 4nd by 
whom the crime was committed.

Dr. Rainsford’s Tribute to an Able 
and Fearless Messenger. 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

A brave, a good, and an able man has 
gone to his rest, and, excited as we all 
are by the world-transforming events 
that are piling themselves before us, 
small notice has beeh taken of his death. 

Yet was Heber Newton a man well 
worth remembering. The fight he fought 
against ignorance and bigotry was, so 
far as he was concerned, finished sev- 
eral years ago, his strength ‘and his eye- 
sight having both failed him. He well 
deserved his rest; and if it did not bring 
to him anything of public recognition 
from the péople of the city he had served 
80 well, Heber Newton was the last to 
complain. He knew the fate of men who 
were ahead of their time, and had al- 
Ways prepared himself to face it. 

To the lasting disgrace of the Church 
of England, Bishop Colenso was driven 
forth and silenced., He only taught 
things which most educated men knew 
to be true then, and which respectable 
orthodoxy itself accepts as true now. 
Heber Newton was attacked and mis- 
represented by the same party, the 
churchly standpatters of the time—the 
men who would if they could drive from 
all Christian minfstries all whose views 
on Bible or Prayer Book, creeds or sac- 
raments, differ from their own. 

Almost alone in the New York pulpit 
in those days, with fine courage, burn- 
ing eloquencé, and sound scholarship, 
Sunday by Sunday he made his appeal. 
That appeal was for a higher, broader, 
truer concept of the Church of Christ. 
It was for a church that should open her 
doors wide to all “men of good-will” 
who came together to pray and to work, 
who came together and stayed together, 
not because they believed the same 
thing and expressed their belief in the 
samé words; but because they wished 
to follow one supreme Man and Master, 
and to d0-what in them lay, among men 
everywhere, to further the sort of work 
He had lived and died to illustrate and 
commend, 

I do not exaggerate if I say that in the 
eighties Heber Newton was easily the 
foremost teacher and preacher in: New 
York. He made enemies among those 
that did not know and did not want 
others t6 know, but rich and poor, 
learned and unlearned, heard him in 
crowds and heard him gladly, because 
they felt he had a message for them. 
Though his voice has long been silent, 
many readers of THs Timis, I am very 
sute, would, gladly as I, seek to do him 
honor. He was an able man and a fear- 
less. He saw clearly and spoke bravely. 
He believed he had a. message to de- 
liver, and so people came, often from 
far, to hear that méssage, and were the 
better for héaring it. 

Heber Néwton was a power for g00d 
in his day—for people are never so busy 
or 86 tired that they cannot make time 
to listen to a ‘‘ King’s messenger.”

Your editorial article, ‘A  Citizenry 
Trained,’’ is a valuable contribution to the 
present discussion of our national defense. 
In connection with the proposal of a citizenry 
trained I would like to offer a suggestion. 

In our colleges and schools is a large num- 
ber. of growing young mén whose desire for 
physical activity finds an outlet in our 
modern athletics, However, one of the most 
logical of the objections to our system of col- 
legiate and scholastic athletics is that it 
develops a few highly specialized athletes, 
while the vast majority of students take too 
little exercise. In order to offset this con- 
dition most.of the colleges and schools have 
courses of compulsory gymnasium work. 

I would suggest that a course in military 
training Im colleges and preparatory schools 
amounting to several hours per week be made 
‘compulsory or possibly optional through two 
or more years, the work thus done being 
given credit toward graduation. In this way 
we will accomplish two things; we will in- 
crease the number of individuals who have 
had sufficient military training to enable 
them to develop into trained soldiers with 
great rapidity and we will also provide a 
healthful means. of exercise for the student 
body. 

This scheme, coupled with a ‘‘ mode of in- 
ducing or impelling volunteer training,’’ 
would result in ‘‘ a citizenry trained,”’

There are two apparent objections to the 
proposition that civil service employes, 
rather than others, should be. relied upon as 
part of our military establishment. First, if 
@ large portion of the civil service em- 
ployes were suddenly called into the first 
line of defense in the event of an enemy 
making or threatening a landing, would not 
the ordinary business of the Government, 
which must go on in war as in peace, be 
seriously embarrassed, if it did not break 
down entirely? 

Secondly, would not the fact that so large a 
part of the persons who have any military 
training are Government employes tend to 
give force to the prejudice held by many of 
our citizens against any sufficient standing 
army as a menace to free institutions? In a 
nation where all, or the major part, of the 
physically qualified men are trained in arms 
a standing army of a small percefitage of 
their number cannot be a serious or per- 
manent danger. But in such an event as, for 
instance, a repetition of the crisis happily 
averted in 1876, might not the control by the 
party in power of a military civil servicé 
prove a real peril to a settlement of the con- 
troversy by legitimate means?

I read with no little interest the re- 
cent article in Tom Trums headed “ Sees 
Law Helping Consumption F * with 
the sub-heading “Dr. J. W. Beveridge 
Shows Danger of a Person Living in 
‘Daily Contact with a Sufferer.” In the 
reported interview Dr. Beveridge is 
commenting on the decision of Supreme 
Court Justice Blanchard in annuiling 
the marriage between Sarah and Joseph 
Sobol because the latter was suffering 
from an “incurable attack of tubercu- 
losis.” I agree most emphatically with 
the wise decision of Justice Blanchard. 
If a man, knowing that he is tubercu- 
lous and in a stage when he can trans- 
mit the disease to his prospective bride, 
deceives her by pretending to be:in nor- 
mal health, he is committing a crime 
by entering into the marriage relation, 
and the annulment of such @ marriage 
is absolutely justified. 

If, on the other hand, one of the mar- 
ried couple, either husband or wife, de- 
velops the disease in the course of the 


married life, submits himself or herself |;

to proper treatment and training in 
observing the precautions necessary to 
avoid transmitting the disease to oth- 
ers, and obeys the preventive measures 
conscientiously, it would be to my mind 
inhumane and incredibly cruel to én- 
courage the lawful separation of such a 
couple. 

The honest, conselentiows consumptive 
is no more dangerous to associate with 
than any well person, and if it is true 
that Dr. Beveridge has said (as it is 
printed in the article) that “‘ no person 
should live in daily contact with a con- 
surfiptive,” he is helping to spread an 
unnecessary and exaggerated fear of the 
presence of a consumptive, which we 
call phthisiophobia. I do not know what 
Dr. Beveridge’s personal experience has 
been, but I have labored for a quarter 
of a century among consumptives as in- 
terne and attending physician in hos- 
pitals and sanatoria and have been and 
am in daily contact with this class of 
sufferers in consultation practice. The 
precautions taken in tuberculosis inati- 
tutions to prevent contracting the dis- 
ease are so simple and yet so effective 
that, when they &re rigorously carried 
out, communicating the disease is vir- 
tually impossible. These precattions 
have, I believe, protected me up to this 
time in spite of my daily contact with 
consumptives, It is one of the rarest ov- 
currences that physicians or nurses in 
tuberculosis hospitals and sanatoria, 
though in daily contact with the dis- 
ease, become tuberculous, Thus, we 
justly say that the safest place not to 
contract tuberculosis is a well-equipped 
and well-managed institution for the 
treatment and care of consumptives 
(hospital or sanatorium.) 

Many of our most distinguished physi- 
cians at the head of sanatoria have been 
or still are tuberculous, but are able to 
work and do an infinite amount of good 
through their pérsonal knowledge of the 
disease and their devotion to the cause. 
Nearly all of them are married. 

Dr. Beveridge says that ‘90 per cent. 
of all the indoor workers have tubercu- 
losis.” I do not know where he ob- 
tained the statistics, but this seems to 
me a high estimate. I do know, how~- 
ever, that we have in the United States 
at this time still from 150,000 to 200,000 
deaths annually from tuberculdsis, and 
careful statistics from various sections 
show that for every death from tuberou- 
losis there are about eight living tuber- 
culous individuals, There must be maty 
who are married, and some of them to 
heartless men or heartless women who 
would welcome a separation from the un- 
fortunate tuberculous partner if the de- 
cision of Justice Blanchard would be in- 
terpreted to apply to all cases of éxisting 
tuberculosis in husband or wife. It 
would indeed be most unfortunate if the 
latter were the case, but I hope and 
pray that no such interpretation of the 
wise Justice’s decision can be given. 

One more word concerning Dr. Bever- 
idge’s alleged staterment that ‘‘a most 
interesting thing about tuberculosis is 
that if one parént is normal and the 
other is suffering from the trouble, the 


| children are less likely to contract the 


disease than in cases where both parents 
are normal.”” I do not know how Dr. 
Beveridge has come to this conclusion, 
but by making it public he encourages 
the marriage of an actually ill tubereu- 
lous partner to a healthy one in order to 
havé @ non-tuberculous race. However, 
there is no evidencé at all for the accu- 
racy of this statement. It fs true that 
direct hereditary tuberculosis ts so ex- 
tremely rafe that wé never take it into 
consideration. On the other hand, we 
know that a goodly number of tubercu- 
lous parents, particularly the mothers, 
transmit to their offspring a physiolog- 
ieal poverty or predisposition to the dis- 
ease, and if the child is then exposed to 


the disease by close contact with the | 


mother or other tuberculous individuals, 
by reason of its predisposition it con- 
tracts tuberculosis more readily than in 
¢ases where both parents are “‘ normal.” 

The reason why more people do not 
have tuberculosis in spite of the preva- 
lence of the tuberculosis germ is be- 
cause of an acquired immunity, not 
through heredity, but by living a natu- 
ral, healthy life. We do not know 
whether or not ah accidéfital intalation 


or ingestion of a certain number of B 


tubercle bacilli adds to this natural im- 
munity in the healthy man. We ate so 
uncertain about this that f would 
strongly caution against the taking in 
of living tubercle bacilli, no matter how 
few, in the hobe of getting immune. We 
have not yet been able to produce a 
tuberculous immunity in animals, much 
less in tan. Thus, All in all, I consider 
the statement supposed to have been 
made by Dr. Beveridge on the subject 
of marfiage of.the tuberculous, immu- 
nity against tuberculosis, and the dan- 
ger supposed to exist to a person living 
in daily contact with a tuberculous suf- 
ferer not Only unscientific but most un- 
fortunate.

The. plans er the Toy Theatre have 
already been drawn, and they will be 
filed with the Building Department 
within in few days, The building, which 
is to be in the dor style of architect- 
ure, will be devoted entirely to the 
theatre, which is to have a seating ca- 
pacity of 500. 

According to Mr. Newton, who gave 
thirteen entertainments for children at 
the Toy Theatre in Boston last season, 
the Toy Theatre here will be in no sense 
an educational institution. In the after- 
noon plays will be given for young chil- 
dren. Most of them will be fairy plays 
or plays of folk-lore or mythology. Mr. 
Newton, who is a magician, will intro- 
duce his style of entertainment into the 
dramas, Miss Grace Griswold, a well- 
known actress and settlement worker, 
has. written several of the fairy plays 
which will be among the offerings. 

In the evenings plays will be given 
suitable for older children. These will 
be regular dramas, the only object be- 
ing to select plays which young people 
may see and which contain nothing ob- 
jectionable.

Status of Minimum Prices 
—Exchange Lower. 


Saturday’s session, which made a new 
record in dullness, proved a turning 
point in the market. The increase in 
activity yesterday was not very great, 
but it was sufficient to furnish the 
background for'a sharp rise in a num- 
ber of issues, with an average net gain 
in fifty stocks of something over three- 
quarters of a point. The rise which oc- 
ocurred in the second hour of Saturday's 
trading was predicated very largely on 
technical considerations. There was 
found to be no selling pressure, and 
shorts began to cover, No doubt a 
continuance of this same sort of buy- 
ing gave further impetus to prices yes- 
terday, but the forward movement was) 
too general and too well sustained to 
preclude entirely the assumption that 
in addition to short covering there was 
buying of a more substantial kind. 

If the recent course of events has 
shown anything clearly it is the absence 
of heavy selling pressure from abroad 
which was so much feared in some quar- 
ters when the Stock Exchange resumed 
public trading. Another thing that has 
been demonstrated in the past week is 
that our ability to absorbeany stocks 
which may be sold from abroad has 
been steadily increasing. The outward. 
sign of that is the decline which has 
taken place in sterling exchange rates. 
They fel] further yesterday, going down 


‘Ito 4.85 for demand sterling, the lowest 


rate reached since the week of Deo. 27, 
1918. It is becoming steadily more prob- 
able that we shall be nm a position to 
command the return of part of the gold 
which we sent out last Fall if its re- 
importation is made as easy by Hng- 
land as the original export was made 
by us. Whether that will be done or not 
remains to be seen, but even in the ab- 
sence of direct fruit in the shape of 
gold imports the declirie in exchange is 
@ movement of much favorable signifi- 
cance for us. 

The rise in stocks away from the mini- 
mum prices established by the Exchange 
may lessen the discussion of the ad- 
visability of lowering or removing these 
minimum prices, but that point of view 
on the part of a large number of the Wall 
Street community should not preclude 
discussion of the desirability of lower- 
ing the minimum prices or doing away 
with them entirely at some time when 
the market is well above them. It would 
be then that they could be removed 
with the best results. Nothing has de- 
veloped to suggest liquidation from 
abroad assuming troublesome propor- 
tions, and if the protection. of minimum 
prices is now needed it would seem to 
be needed against the possibility: of 
traders’ efforts to depress prices rather 
than against ordinary liquidation for 
either home or foreign accounts. 

There should be other ways than by 
the maintenance of minimum prices to 
deal with any excess of zeal on the part 
of bear traders. The London Stock 
Exchange, in anticipation of its re- 
opening on Jan. 4, has adopted precau- 
tions against that sort of attack on 
values, and even in ordinary times. pre- 
cautions against bear selling have been 
taken by the Paris Bourse. No doubt it 
would be difficult to regulate short 
selling, but if that is the evil to be 
feared, it would be.wiser if possible to 
direct measures specifically against that 
rather than to adhere indefinitely to ex- 
pedients, such as the maintenance of 
minimum prices, which interfere more 


ket. 

A noteworthy incident of the day was 
the advance in December cotton to a 
slightly higher price than the best fig- 
ure quoted on Nov. 16, when the Cotton 
Exchange resumed trading. The reopen- 
ing was followed by a sharp drop in 
the price of cotton options, which in 
turn gave way to recovery, which has 
now re-established the level at which 
trading was resumed.
